Board of Works to Begin a 
Campaign Against ifteek 
in the City. 


AVithin a few days the board of Avorks 
will foi-Avard to a number of manufactur- 
ing concerns, business houses and hotels 
that the smoke nuisance must be abated. 
This will be the beg-inning of a campaign 
against coal smoKe witii which the at- 
mosphere of thè city almost constantly 
reeiis. 
Procedure will be taken under 
the provisions of general ordmance No. 
273, passed March 13, 1906. by the city 
council and aesigned to abloish the worst 
aspects of the smoke nuisance. 
Notice 
wijl be given tirst and if that is witnout 
salutary result resort will be had to the 
ordinance. 2The ordinance is as follows: 
Sec. 1. The emission- of dense smoKe 
within the city, from the smokestack 
or himney of any building or permises, 
except for a period of fifteen minutes 
in any one hour during which the fire- 
box is being cleaned out, or a new fire 
is being built therein, is hereby de- 
clared a nuisance and may be sum- 
niuarily abated by the board of public^ 
works. 
Such abatement 
may 
be in 
addition to the fine hereinafter pro- 
vided. 


Sec. 2. Any person or persons or cor- 
poration owing, operating or in charge 
or control of any building or premises 
AA'ho snail cause or permit the emission 
of dense smoke Avithin the city from 
the 
smokestack or 
chimney 
of any 
building or premises so 
owned, con- 
trolled or in charge of him, her or 
• them, except for a period of 
fifteen 
minutes in any one hour during whicn 
the firebox is being cleaned out, or a 
new fire being built therein, shall be 
deemed guilty of a violation of this or- 
dinance, and upon conviction 
thereof 
shall be fined not less than ten dol- 
lars ($10.00) nor more than fifty dol- 
lars ($50.00) for each offense, and each 
day of such emission of dense smoke 
shall constitute a separate offense. 
The letter which City Attorney Colerick 
is preparing for the board to send to 
such ¡'persons as are responsible for any 
part in the maintenance of the smoke 
nuisance will set forth the ordinance and 
explain that the board hop^s notice will 
be sufficient, but will at the same time 
admonish offenders that summary means 
will be taken under the ordinance to 
abate the nuisance if it continues.

parts of the city and chimneys of places 
in the business district pour out tremen- 
dous volumes of black smoke and In few 
instances does there seem to be an^ 
gard for the ordinance. 


Some three ¿cci. o ago a 
commission 
was created through the Commercial club 
to Investigate the smoke nuisance In Fort 
Wayne and propose a remedy,. The in- 
vestigation was 
thorough and attracted 
much attention over the country because 
it was prosecuted by men who . were 
qualified as experts to deal with the 
question. 
A report was made .but no 
results have ever ensued.

Nine years ago Dr. L. A. Worch, now 
secretary of lodge No. 155, Benevolent 
Protective Order of Elks, was a patient 
in the Plymouth sanitariimi to be cured 
of the liquor habit. 
Today he is presi- 
dent of the old Plymouth institute for 
the cui-e of diink and drug addictions 
an(^ since that time ne has personally 
sent more than 300. patients to the place 
from Fort Wayne. 


Through his activity, men of every 
walk in life—^business men, professional 
men, retired men and even laborers—^ 
have rid themselves of the drink habit 
by taking the treatment given at the 
institution of which he is the head- 


Broken up homes have been re-estab- 
lished, men 
losing 
out 
in 
business 
through drink have been remade, so to 
speak, and able to assume their pros- 
perous place in the life and progress of 
the community. 
Husbands 
separated 
from their wives and babies because of 
drink have been ciu"ed and brought back 
into their; homes and have since become 
decent and influential citizens. 
, Of the 1,500 Fort Wayne men* and 
women_^ti-eated at the institution, 80 per 
cent, have made good in life, have quit 
drink and drugs and have completely rid 
themselves of the habit. 
The question 
is often asked Dr. Worch, "How many 
of your patients stick and make good?" 
He is able to show that 80 per cent, of 
them do and their rnistakes are over- 
looked and they are able to come back 
into tlie world and be useful citizens. 
The 20 per cent, that lapse back are 
sometimes heard from, more often never 
afterward because they do not make 
an effort themselves. 


T'«3 Real Truth. 


"It would be unreasonable to expect 
ns to make all pa,tients good," said Dr. 
Worch. "W& can not give a new set of 
brains to a, man, but we can clean up 
most of them who come to us and put 
the patient on the right road, and then 
it is up to him or her to make good. 
' "'Dr. N. B. Aspinall, who has made a 
study of drink and drug addiction for 
the past twenty-five years, says one of 
the worst^ conditions we have to deal 
with is fal^e modesty, the patients and 
the family thinking it a disgrace to 
submit to treatment for a disease of this 
kind. 


"Is there any reason for one to be 
ashamed to attempt to do right and live 
right by being assisted 
in 
becoming 
right? Don't you think it is more shame- 
ful to have one come home drunk than 
to go to 
an 
institution and be freed 
from the slaverv of whisky or drugs? 


Getting it Out of System. 


Getting rid of the habit, according to 
Dr. Worch, means to free the system of 
alcohol by total abstanence for one and 
a half to two years. 
Tliis is hard fight- 
ing without the use of medicines, but 
the per cent, is quite small that mas- 
ters King Alcoho] after using it for at 
least two or three years. 


"I wi.sh to say," continued Dr. Worch. 
"that it is truly wonderful the change 
we bring about in driving all the alco- 
hol out of a man or woman's "system in 
from three to four weeks' time and mak- 
ing such a change in a patient that life 
is worth while to them.

Afraid of Treatment, 


"^Many people are afraid to send theii: 
relative or friend to take the "treat: 
ment, thinking it is harmful; but it is 
not. 
WTiy, the great state of Indiana 
would soon put us out of business if 
we Were doing our patients or the pub- 
lic any harm. 
If our treatment was 
harmful would the gi'eat railroad com- 
panies send their men to us? 
Would 
the leading manufacturing 
companies' 
men, professional men and men from all 
walks of life endorse our wor? 
There 
are many institutions that endorse the 
treatment and force their men to take 
it and afterward, th« men themselves 
are truly thankful that they were forced 
to go to the institution when they jet 
back where the.y belong in the work of 
their lives. 


'"Good valuable men in their lines of 
work, good husbands and good citizens 
are made of men-who seem on the road 
to ruin because of drink. 


"Well I remember a man brought to 
the doctors while I was a patient at the 
institution. 
This man was from Iowa 
and, poor fellow, all he had was a fur- 
lined overcoat and a bad breath. 
He 
just had mc beaten a little, as I didn't 
ha.ve,the fur-lined coat. After a day or 
two we became good friends, exchang-^d 
experiences and T never have.met a man 
since who suffered more than he after 
he came to and from under J h e in- 
fluence. He wa.s thinking of his family 
and of his business affairs. " He had 
simply left home, did iiot know where 
he was going nor where he hai^ been 
for weeks.- Realizing what the extent 
of his great loss in 
business 
meant 
through his craze for drink, he was a 
pitiable sight.

man left tholnstitution one bright morn-

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The Export Trade 
Barometer. 


Clieenng news is now being carried in repoits to the 
,treasury department which plainly show' a brisk revival 
ill commerce during the past week. 
Jn the blow dealt 
business by the European war, nothing aiords quite so 
^atisfactor\^ a business barometer as the item of exports, 
toY resmnption of foreign trade must i nevitably have a 
correcspondingly beneficial effect on home trade as well. 
The general movement of exports in the line of foodstuffs 
for the present month, according to the figures already 
obtained and the bookii^gs for steamer space, will do much 
toward biinging about a considerable recovery of the 
losses suffered during th(.' shipping blockade which pre- 
vailed in the first fortnight,of August, and thus show ma- 
terial gains in exjDort traffic. 


The detailed reports of the movement of exports of 
foodstuffs from the ports named during the first four days 
of the week show that 2,429,000 bushels of wheat went 
out, compared with 3,158,000 bushels for the same period 
of the preceding week: 2,641,000 bushels of oats, com- 
pared with only 1,032,000 bushels last week; 281,000 bar- 
rels of flour, compared with only 91,000 barrels last w-eek, 
and 105,000 bushels of corn, compared with only 17,000 
bushels for-the corresponding period of last week. Very 
naturally conditions across the seas has created a remark- 
able demand for foodstuffs and manufactured products— 
notably steel and automobiles. 
Ocean conditions are 
steadily better as is evidenced by marked reductions in 
Dcean freight and insurance rates, and the outlook is now 
to war shipping conditions that shall be perfectly normal. 
Tr^de, already improved, is going to grow still better 
Jrapidly. 


Stock brokers, wine growers and occasionally those 
Sfengaged in other lines of business arii uttering a vigorous 
protest against the proposed war tax schedule now being 
framed by the house ways and means committee. 
They 
.believe they should not be assessed. As a matter of fact, 
nobody is going to particularly relish the payment of the 
extraordinary tax to innrease governmental revenues, but 
the stock brokei's and the winegrowers, in common with 
the rest of us, might as well smile and look as pleasant as 
possible while swallowing the dose. It simply has" to be 
taken. 


In Illinois the democratic, republican and progressive 
state conventions for the adoption of party platfoims 
were all hejd on the same day—which may be accounted 
for by the natural desire to have a troubiesome task got- 
ten out of the way in one fell swoop and as quickly as pos- 
sible. Now the rank and file of Illinois folks can forget all 
about it until election day if they choose to do so—and 
that is precisely what pretty nearly everybody but the 
candidates and the political machine operators will pro- 
teed to do.

My Favorite ^uto Trip Out of Ft CPxiyne

A trip from Fort Wayne to PleaBant 
Lak^ and return, avoiding Auburn and 
Waterloo, someething very unusual in 
traveling to the lakes in the northerii 
part of the state, has been outlined by 
ilarry P. Fletcher, 
of 
the Patterson- 
Fletcher 
company, 
clothiers. 
Mr. 
Fletcher says that the road he drives 
over to reach Pleapant Lake is seldom 
used by direct north or south traveséis 
in-gasoline cars, but he finds it a pleas- 
ant route with good roads all the w.iy 
and some delightful scenery in almost • 
every mile'' of the trip. 
The distance' 
from Fort AVayne to Pleasant Lake is 
approximately 
forty-five 
miles and in 
• making the trip one goe"5 into throe 
counties, leaving Allen for DeKalb and 
then crossing into Steub.en. 


Leaving Fort 
Wayne 
Mr. Fletcher 
goes out Spy. Run avenue, turning to 
the right at the end of tlie thorough- 
fare to the Leo road. 
He takes this 
road, traveling in a northeastern divoo- 
tioii, into Cedarville, the total niihige to 
this village from the end of Spy Run 
being 9.7 miles. 
Reaching 
Cedarville, 
turn to the left and bear left through 
the town t<Tvvaid Leo. 
Then take the 
fork to the left and go north. 
Mr. 
Fletcher says he remains on this road 
all the way t o ' within a half mile of 
Pleasant Liike. 
After turning at the 
fork he travels a total of 22.3 miles on 
this one road. 
It is^ecessary to make 
four or five sharp jogs at the townshLp 
lines,' and at the end of the ráiad ho 
turns to the right into Pleasant Lake. 


To the surprise of many automobile 
drivers, the route goes two and three- 
fourth miles east of Auburn and passes 
on the west of Waterloo. 
Most drivers 
going to Pleiisant Lake take either the 
Huntertown. Coldwater or Gloyd Mills 
road, but the roiite outlined by Mr. 
Fleicher is shorter, easy to find and the 
road bed is usually in the best of con- 
dition, with the exception of four miles 
of" clay north of Leo. 
This, however, is 
good in (fry -weather.

the Marne a scene o^ indescribable hor- 
ror and desolation. 


The news from Berlin concerning the 
position of'' the German force? has a 
more confident ring. The admission has 
been made that the German army was 
short of ammunition but this shortage 
has been rectified and supplies and re- 
inforcements 
are being sent 
forward 
without trouble. 


Near Limit of Endurance. 


A French officer Avho has just 
re- 
turaed front the battle front is author- 
ity for the ~ statement that the strain 
on both sides of the line in France prom- 
ises soon to get beyond human endur- 
ance. He likens the antagonists trvtwo 
pugilists and says that soon they will 
be unable to inflict further punishment 
on each other. 
If this situation de- 
velops the only possible way for tire' al- 
lies to prevent a weary and di'shearten- 
ing winter campaign, it is argued here, 
will be an assault on the Geruian com- 
munications.

the work, but she has succeeded in im- 
parting a portion of her enthusiasm to 
the Httle gardeners who have pei^ornied 
their tasks under her direction.

She shrinks from publicity and asked 
that thé story of the work be written 
without the use of her name, but as she 
is the first to occupy the position under 
a Fort Waynè school board it would be 
a pretty diflicult task tbv do this.

There were 141 in Lakeside alone, ex- 
clusive of the school garden in which 
each one of the children took an in- 
terest; thirty-seven in the Washington 
school and twenty-eight by the children 
of the Hoagland school.

and Hartford railroad scandal as an ex- 
ample of capital gone wrong in the ob- 
sence of proper governmental control. 


Business, he asserted, is entitled to it 
profits, and we m u s t learn to accept the 
principle of combinations of capital as 
of the highest economic value. 
But this 
acceptance, he insistetl, m u s t carry with 
it a fair share of the profit to tlie em- 
ploye. 
The 
industrial 
situation 
has 
gi-eatly changed in the last twenty-five 
years, ho said, for whereas at the be- 
ginning of the period 
mentioned 
only 
about 25 per cent, of the people were 
employes, at this time he said half of 
them live on their wages. 
He 
quoted 
"Dooley" in illustration. 
"JetTerson was

Where Congres'amen Erred. 
Congressmen erred in defeating reform 
measures proposed by progressives, thb

labor as measures which he said were 
blocked

the industry of the three big factors— 
adequate capital, successful management 
and highly

There m u s t be "full and ungrudg- 
ing recognition of labor's rights in in- 
dustry, and on the other hand n o less 
recognition by labor of its re.sponsibil- 
ity as to output and its share in the 
responsibility t o the public for stability 
and peace in industry. 


"Not only m u s t we now insist on-cer- 
tain types of legislation, b u t we 
m u s t 
take the lead in educating the public, in 
educating our people 
as a 
whole, 
be- 
cause there can be no legislation until 
we have a n intelligent and roused public 
opinion. 
Often the difficulties come not 
so much f r o m a conflict between right 
and wrong as f r o m canflict between one 
vight and another. 


Where Bath Bo Wrong. 
"On the other^ hand^ w e often have to 
face a situation in which both sides have 
done wrong, although one has done more 
wrong t h a n the other. 
In such cases, 
goyernmeiit authorities should interfere, 
doing impartiaT justice .to both arid ex- 
actiftg justice for both." . 


In relation to the latter. Colonel Roose- 
velt cited the case of conditions ^in Colo- 
rado in connection with -the strike of-thè 
Colorado Fuel and Iron compan;^.

Hefen-ing to the violence

ing the strike, "Certainly on the p a r t of 
the employes and probably on t h e part 
of the agent-s of the employer," he de- 
clared : 


"Such lawlessness and brutal violence 
must be put down by the strong 
hand 
of the law and obedien<^ to 
the Viw 
must be exacted, not as a favor but as 
a right. 


"Every one shauld belong to the party 
of law and order. 
But there can be no 
permanent reign of law and order un- 
less it is based on and results 
in the 
reign of justice. 
I t is the duty of the 
state, the duty of the govemment, 
to 
put down rioting, lawlessness and aho- 
lence. whether by the strikers or agents 
of the corporations. 


"The testimony taken before the con- 
gressional 
comuuttee 
shows 
t h a t 
the 
managers and stockholders of t h e Col- 
orado Fuel and Iron company have not 
the slightest sense of their real obliga- 
tions to tiieir employes and to the com- 
munity at large. 
TIum testimony 
shows 
as clearly as the exposures in connec- 
tion 
with the 
New 
York, New 
Haven 
and .Hartford 
railroad 
the 
folly 
and 
worse t h a n folly of those who 
believe 
t h a t there m u s t be no overseeing—or as 
our enemies call it, no 'policing' of big 
industries, or big business, by t h e gov- 
ernment. 


"When employers shoAv themselves as 
callous to public needs, as short-sighted 
and as greedy of their own profit with- 
out regard to tlie welfare of the wage- 
worker or of t h e people a t large, as has 
been the case of the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron company and t h e New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railway 
company^ 
it is essential t h a t the 
people of 
tTie 
comitry shall be able through the exe- 
cise of their collective power to remedy 
the wrongdoing.". 


Corporations and 
Unions. 


The colonel said 
he believed in full 
recognition 
of the corporation as 
well 
as t h e trade union, but did not believe 
in imposing responsibility upon 
unions 
in such a wa,y as to cause them t o lose 
the power they have. 


" I do not believe,'.' h e said, "in trad- 
ing power for responsibility, or if t'i;at 
form of word seems objectionable, then 
to insist t h a t with t h e growth of power 
there shall go hand in ha<d growth of 
responsibility, so that, f o t example, the 
union t h a t has t h e right t o elect sonie 
of the directors in a corporation (and I 
earnestly wish t h a t such provisions for 
the election of directors could be brought 
about), or a union t h a t has some power 
in connection with shop discipline, m u s t 
ac.cept responsibilities t o 
the 
govern 
ment, t o the capitalists and t o t h e pub- 
lic at large. 
W e otight not to be con- 
t e n t Avith . any 
solution 
wliich 
leaves 
labor all on one side a n d , capital on the 
other; 


Tlie colonel- emphasized his belief t h a t 
every wise 
employer 
or 
corporation 
should^ recognize the r i g h t of men work- 
ing for' wages t o bargain 
collectively, 
whoyiever and so f a r as t h e y desire, and 
iu t h e f o r m w^icb t h e y -desire. 


corporations." 


Colonel Roosevelt, in touching on the 
tariff question, referring to the German 
tarlfl" commission as a "real non-partisan 
business commission of continuing action 
concerned 
in businesslike

France has on occasion sent a quota of 
troops to aid rebellion in Ireland, but 
never has an out aijd out French army 
landed on British soil to battle with a 
united British people.

formed at once. 
Perhaps the 
picture 
Is much more vivid than actual accom- 
i)lishmeiit warrants, but the picture is 
ihere. 
This prestige cannot be stand- 
~ ardized with respect to As sure effect. 
Great Britain's soldier has travelled 
fcousands of mUes to fight, conquer and 
permanently possess. Other nations have 
»ent their fighting men as far, but after 
- V generation of warfare has been checked 
op it will be found that she holds tllo 
most, if not all, o^^ what she fought for. 
In the maLnitude 'and variety of mili- 
Sary operations of which he has been the 
ichieving agent there is no'soldier on 
iartih to be compared with the battler 
• .ftf the British Isles. 
This is a chronicle 
o£ fact entirely apart from praise.

"The first tMng I did, of coarse, was 
to put out my hand and congratulate 
him upon his victqry.

'It has been a damned serious busiAess,' 
he said. 
'Blucher and. 1 have lost 30,000 
men.

Blucher lost 14,000 on Friday 
night, and got so damnatly, licked I could 
not find him on Saturday moroing; so I

British soldier werd* illustrated at an 
imi)ortant point of the battle when Ney

in^ appalled at the ad%'ance of 
this 
galloping host, it is recorded that the 
British soldiers felt rather relieved that 
it 
was 
not infantry 
coming 
against 
them. 
Calmly the British were formed 
into squares, with their guns placed on 
the crest of the ridge. Ney's men rode 
against the artillery and captured it. 
But the squares poured such a steady, 
murderous fire in on them, they were 
forced to retreat down the slope. 


Wellington knew the French impetu- 
osity of attack from his Peninsular ex- 
periences. 
He had evolved a system of 
tactics 
specially 
to resist 
them. 
At 
Waterloo he placed his first line of in- 
fantry behind a ridge so that it njight be 
invisible before the attack aud during 
the attack itself. Not until the assailants 
^ad reached th<i^very top of the ridge, 
confused by the fire of skirmishers and 
artillery, did the line of soldiers reveal, 
itself, fiw«g point blanii at short range 
and following-up with a bayonet charge. 
With the exception of oue brigade and a 
chain of skirmishers,' all of Wellington's 
infantry was so arranged. , 


While eating breakfast oii the morning 
of.. Waterloo, Napoleon asked General 
Rqille his opinion of the British soldier 
against whom he had-si) often fought in.

This great battle that settled the fato 
of Europe fairly bristles with instancea 
of British valor. 
Horse and foot, they 
outfought the French at 
ery point oE 
the field. It has been said that they took 
loss chances than the French and that 
their 
commander 
exposed 
them 
less. 
Well, veterans declare that it takes more 
real courage to remain calm under fire 
and not strike back until ordered then 
it does to career hurrahing forward in a 
charge, buoyed up by excitement and pas- 
gion. 
Some of the British squares were 
(hiii'ged no less than thirteen times by 
Ney without being penetrated". The great 
I'rench cavalr.yinan, having three horses 
killed under him, was found by an aid 
sbinding in a bewihUn'ed fashion at the 
side of .n abandoned British .gun, strik- 
ing its mouth with the flat.of his sword.' 


In a general way it can b>3 said that all 
of the 
ictories of Wellington over his 
l^'rench adversaries were due to a skilful 
use of the two-deep line against the mas- 
sive column which for many j'cars was 
ihe fighting formation of France. 
The 
use of infantry in line was not his, inven- 
tion. 
It 
as used from Marlborough to 
Frederick the Great, generally three or 
four deep. 
The French 
Revolutionary 
penerals 
reintroduced 
the advance 
in 
heavy mass, relying upon the effect of its 
impetus, the same as had been practised 
by the pikemen of the sixteenth and sev- 
enteenth centuries. 
Napoleon was fond 
of this mass formation, although if he 
had any out and out favorite it was a 
blend, or ordre mixte, in which brigade 
or regiment was drawn up in alternate 
battalions in line three deep and in col- 
umn. 
More dash is required with the 
mass, uiore steadiness witlx the line. The 
British 
soldier 
for "more 
than 
200 
years has gained much of his prestige 
through 
steadiness. 


Tlie British infantry Ht Waterloo used 
a nine pound flint lock musket, fitted 
with a pan, and not to be depended upon 
for accuracy for a range of more that 
250 feet.' The general volley effect wai 
what was expected. 
Ejich soldier car- 
ried sixty stout paper cartridges, about 
sixteen calibre and about twenty to 'a 
pound weight. 
The cartridge had to be 
torn open by the teetli, a splash of i)ow- 
der thrown into the pan to catch the 
igniting spark, and tlien driven down the 
musket barrel with an iron ramrod. 
To 
stiind and reload in the face of fire re- 
quired the steadiness that became part 
of the English soldier, most prominently.

whom she did not hesitate to show her 
contempt 


"The uatiou is not made for the sov- 
ereign but the sovereign for the natiou," 
was one of the most dist.asteful of these 
axioms from the standpoint of an abso- 
lute monarch.

"It is bettor to spare ten gniH.y men 
thau to put one innocent one to death." 


"Tortxire is aJi admirable means of 
convicting an innocent man and for sav- 
ing a Etjout fellow even when he is 
guilty." 


The breaking out of the war with Tur- 
key made it necessary for Catherine to 
dissolve the legislative commission before 
the code had been completed, but she 
said that during its esistence of two 


years it had been of groat service in 
briuEring before her tlie needs of 
the 
empire from varying standpoints, so that 
she had <-omc to see what was neces.sary 
and would be able to go ahead for herself. 


Theoretically Catherine was in sym- 
pathy with the emancipation 
of

serfs, at least in tiu3 b(\ginning oi her 
career as a monarch, and this subject 
wai; (ine of the imporluut 
ones con- 
sidered by the legi-siative commission. 
Tlic arisLo<'racv was opposed 0) any such 
tnovc at the time, however, and Cath- 
erine soon abandoned her iuteiition of 
taking any radical steps in this direc- 
tion. 
She did complete the work of 
Peter the Great and of her husband,

III., iu taking over the

Kidored as belonging to the land, but 
were simply taxed a rouble and a half 
for every male peasant. 
ThLs was a 
considerable improvement in their state, 
as it rendered them able to amass some 
property of their own as a result of their 
labor. 


As a whole, however,, Catherine did 
not improve the condition of the serfs, 
and her inclination TO do so locsencd 
with the years. 
Like most men and 
•women, she became more conservative as 
she became older, and although she had

No matter how great the initial or 
average velocity 
a bullet, it travels 
not iu a straight line, but along a tra- 
•jectory. 
Conceding that no. obstacle 
presents itself in thij path of the buUet, 
its starting point is the muzzle'of the 
rifle from which it is fired, its destina- 
tion a point in the ¿urface of the earth. 
The line connecting these two points is 
; a curve called the trajectory, the ^egree 
of curvature inereasin« as the bullet 
,iifeaiB its ^ectiuation, or, in-other words,

The modern infantry rifle is 
fitted with a sight which may be regu- 
lated according to the distance the tax- 
get is from the marksman.

Modern rifles are fitted with telescope 
sights as well, in order to make pl^in to 
the eye the target^ which may be so far 
away that it is not easily discernible. 


To show how accurate are thesé high 
power rifles with telescopic range sights, 
the Russian sharpshooters at Port Ar; 
thur more than once caught the glint of 
the sun on the lenses of telesbopee v^n 
the hands of Japanese range finders on 
distant hills and fired with such accu- 
racy as to send the Imllete' down the 
telescope aiid into the eye of the ob- 


ve.^i.bei uj i.ue laryct by triangulation and 
report this to tlio officers in charge of 
batteries. 
The sights jon the guns are 
adjusted accordingly. 
It is the work of 
the gunners to keep tihesc sights on the 
target 
Their gun is really not pointing 


at the target at all, but the telescopic 
instrument through which they sight is. 


These gun sights are not like the sights 
of a lifie. 
They resemble a telcscope, 
and in fact they are. Across the lens of 
the telescope are two fine lines, one be- 
ing a vertical diameter and the other a 
horizontal diameter. 
One crank at the 
side of the gun regulates the elevation 
of the gun and is turned by the gunner, 
who stands on a small platform which 
thrns with the gun,, so that the hori- 
zontal line is always across the target 
Another 
crank 
regulates 
the 
lateral 
swing of the gun and is turned so that 
the vertical line always crosses the tar- 
get 


In other words, when the gun is prop- 
erly sighted the intersection of the two 
lines is c" the target. 


When a vessel goes 'into battle her 
guns are trained on the target They are 
supposed to be held,on tlie target until 
the order to fire is giveuu 
Sometimes 
the order to fire is given from the com- 
mander and the guns are held

Russia. 
She 
bought 
the 
library 
of 
Diderot and of > ollalro 
and imi-«>rted 
many masterpieces of painting into Rus- 
Sho wrote great numbers of pam- 
phlets, plays, &c. herself, which, though 
not of the first order, were quito re- 
markable considering the small amount 
of 
time 
she v/aij able to devote 
to 


literary work. 


Although Catherine was not 
rr^lly 
informed in military matters, the Rus- 
sian army 
and fleet had 
remarkable 
su.:ccss during her reign. 
Sho was too 
wise to engage with any of the Western 
P.vwcrs, but in the first and second war 
with Turkey and the Polish wars her 
trinmph.s were astonishing. 
In the war 
with Turkey her troop.s won one battle 
after another against heavy odds, and 
yet she did not care to choose her com- 
u]andcr.>3 becausc of their abilit:}% but 
insisted on selecting them from among 
her own friends. 


Since this method of appointing men to 
power proved so successful, Catherine 
became more and more addictcd to it. 
She attributed many of her successes tf? 
luck. 
But there was another very pro- 
nounced element iu her power to compel 
events. 
She -was an optimist and be- 
lieved "that what she wanted to pass 
would come tx> pass. 
She possessed that 
driving energy which energizes others 
and carries them on to obtain what is de- 
manded. She knew how to manage men, 
if idle did not know how to choose them. 
She seemed to move upon the theory 
that any man would do for a post so long 
as she was back of him. Much that hap- 
pened in her reign might have been taken 
as substantiating this assumption. 


She could wheedle as well as drive, 
she was tact itself, .she was fascinating 
and lovable, and when she could not m ^ e 
men do wha t she wanted because of her 
position she made them do it because 
they liked her. She expected great things 
of the Russian people, and somehow she 
very often got them. An example of her 
ability to urge on her representatives to 
carry ont her will is shown in a message 
which she sent to her generals in com- 
mand of the Russian forces in the first 
war with Turkey. 
Owing to her Polish 
wars Catherine had been able to send 
only a weakened force to cope with 
Turkey.

and his wife was a Prussian, she was 
soon univei'sHlIy beloved, while her hus- 
band was as universally detested. 


'I'he i'"mprrss Klizabeth died in Jan- 
nary, 17'>2. and Peter immediately suc- 
crc'led to the ihrone. 
As he had threat- 
ened to confinc Catherine in a eoaveut 
and as his intentions of getting her out 
of the way in some fasbiou were evident, 
a revolt was at once organized which 
had for it.s object tlic deposition of Peter 
and 
the raising of Catherine 
to the 
throne, cither as a monarch in her own 
right or as regent for her son PauL 


Pronounced Empress 


The history of this revolt is still ob- 
scure, but as a result of its successful 
culmination Catherine was pronounced 
Empress and Peter was imprisoned in a 
house near Ropcha, where he died soon 
after, it was said, of apoplexy. 


There i^ little donbt that be was mor- 
dered, and by friends and supporters ol 
Catherine, hut history has acquitted her 
of a share in the murder or oven a fore- 
knowledge of it. 
Sho profited by it, 
however, and it made her seat upon the 
i.hrone of liussia as secure as was pes- 
•sible in 'uhat ago of seething unrest and 
limitless intrigue. 


To the modern woman the private life 
of 
Catherine 
affords anything 
but 
a 
pleasant spectacle. 
IJer lovers followed 
each other in quick succession, and when 
as an older woman she continued to sclect 
her masculine companions without re- 
gard to their worth or ability and solely 
for their yonth and beauty the last touch 
seems to have been added to the degrad- 
ing pictiirc. But Catherine cannot be con- 
sidered apart from her sotting, and ac- 
cording to her upbringing and the condi- 
tions of her court and society generally, 
her conduct was not particularly repre- 
hensible. In that time in Russia women 
were not regarded r.s superior to men in 
their attitude toward the moral code, and 
no more was expected from Catherine 
by her contemporaries than would have 
been, expected from a masculine ruler in 
a like position. 


Catherine seemed to he devoid of the 
maternal instinct, at least in relation 
to her own children. 
She distrusted heat 
eor Paul and sought to deprive him oi 
the 
succession. 
Another son, whofise 
father had been a much favored lover, 
was kept at a distance and there are no 
records to show any display of inaterttal 
tenderness in his directi.>n. 
Toward her 
grandchildren, the sons of Paul, iuyw- 
ever, the Empress showed much kindness...

applied herself to writing little hooka 
for them. 
Among these were "Grand- 
mother's A, B, C Stories of Russian His- 
tory" and a whole Alexandro-Constkn- 
til J library, named for Lhe children, w'ho 
were called Alexander and Constantin«, 


Her favorite deposed 


Catherine died in I7l>6, when she waa 
sixty-seven years old. 
Her dfeath was 
unexpected, and the last of her young 
lovers, who had risen to a great state 
through her favoi"s, was thrown into a 
convulsion of fear when iJe heard that his 
royal protectress was no more. 
The

Catherine's 
son, 
ordered the favorite to bring him th« 
paper written by his mother in regard to 
the succession, and the favorite, who had 
been haughty enough the day oetcure, 
brought ivt, cringing.

Then, he tore the paper into small pieces.

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Depth of nie Drains 


In putting in a system of tile drain- 
hge we must consider the type of the 
soli to be drained as well as the fa,U 
of the land before we decide upon 
the size of the tile and the depth It is 
to be placed. 


On a coarse soil, where the object 
of the drainage • system is to remove 
the soil water from around the roots 
of the plants, the tile should be laid 
three or four feet deep, but on a 
•clay soil, I believe that the tile should 
be laid a« shallow as is consistent with 
the cllmAtic conditions and the fall of 
the land. 


On clay soils the chief object 
of 
tile drainage is to remove the surface 
water 
as 
rapidly 
as 
possible 
after 
"heavy rains before it ruins the grow- 
ing crops. 


To do this It must have an ea^- 
access to the tile and for this reason 
they should not be put down more 
than two or two and a half feet deep. 


On a clay soil It requires longer for 
the tils drainage sj-stem to 
become 
efficient after it is installed, because 
it takes longer "for the watercourses 
to form through the cracks, decayed 
root 
passages 
and 
anima' 
burruws, 
hence 
we 
will secure better imme- 
diate results from a shallow system 
of drainage than when the tile are 
placed deep. 


It has required a number of years 
ior some of the systems of drainage 
lo become efllcient In clay soils and 
few farmers can afford to wait 
a 
number of years for results. 


On one of our farms the tile drains 
were installed twenty years ago and 
ire doing far better work todaj^ than 
Lhej' did the first ten years they were 
put in. 
These 
drains were put in 
rrom three to four feet deep and for 
'.he first few years they did very poor 
lervice.

Under soil conditions fav- 
orable for the growing of this crop, ¡t 
is generally advisable to use alfalfa 
for all three of these purposes. 
A 
good stand of alfalfa may be expected 
to produce more hay than any of the 
grasses or clovers and the annual risk 
and expense of seeding is largely dona 
away with. 
Every genei'al or stock 
farmer should seed a small acreage 
near the barn as a pasture for hogs. 
A western man, writing about alfalfa, 
said: "A pig in an alfalfa field 
sure 
to make a hog of himself," and this 
is certainlj- true. 


On many farms a portion of the soil 
is only fairly well suited to the grow- 
ing of alfalfa, 
besides some of 
the 
grasses should be seeded to produce 
a hay for the horses and to avoid the 
danger of bloa.ting when used for pas- 
ture, so that it does not seem prac- 
ticable to devote all of the 
seeded 
area of the farm to alfalfa, as good 
as it is.

a hot iron which stops up tho opening

This is evidenced by the large num- 
ber of factory and' other 
buildings 
springing up In all parts of the coun- 
try 
made 
of 
concrete 
and 
cement 
blocks. 


The 
concrete 
and 
cement 
block 
construction 
is getting very popular 
Insofar, as silos are concerned^ 
es- 
pecially is this true where permanency 
Is desired, such as established stock 
farms, etc. 


In the past the high first co«t of 
this construction has been the chief 
factor against its more extensive use, 
but this has been due to our insufii- 
clent knowledge as to the best and 
most economical methods in handling 
material. 


The price of lumber has beeij stead- 
ily raising, while that of the good 
Portland cement has been decreasing, 
and good qualities can now be ob- 
tained at f3,ir prices. 
It seems, ftherc- 
fore, to be generally conceded 
that 
the concrete or cement block silo will 
be the silo of the future. 


Judge Liindsey, who is doing such a 
noble work of reform by his juvenile 
courts in Denver, Colo., recently said 
in one of his lectures to mothers that 
a great deal of the waywardness of 
boys could be laid at their own doors.

The difference between forest types 
in (iifferent parts of Alaska, are as 
sharp as those between 
the 
topog- 
raphic and climatic, and, of course, 
depend upon them. 
The coa-st for- 
est-3 of southern Alaska are the north- 
ernmost extension of the coast type 
of Washington and Britlsli Columbia. 
The interior forests are an extension 
of the Interior Canadian forests. 


On the coast of southeastern Alaska 
trees grow to large size; in the in- 
terior the timber is much smaller. The 
higher mountain areas are completely 
above timber line. 
Climatic conditions 
in the region adjacent to Bering Sea 
a:pd on the Arctic slope make forest 
growth altogether* Impossible, so there 
are great stretches of tundra whose 
vegetation 
consists 
chiefly 
of 
moss, 
sedges, and a few shrubs. 
Moss may 
be said to be the garment of Alaska, 
and layers of it 12 to 18 Inches thick 
are not at all uncommon either on the 
coast or In the interior. 


Making reductions for .some barren 
areas, it Is estimated that the total 
forest and woodland area of Alaska 
Is 
approximately '100,000,000 
acres, 
or about 27 per cent of the land sur- 
face of the territory. 
Of these, about 
20 million acres may possibly 
bear 
timber of sufficient size and density 
to be considered forest in the sense 
that mtich of it can be used for saw 
timber, while the balance, .or 80 mil- 
lion' acres, is woodland, which bears 
some saw timber, but on which the 
forest is of a smaller and more scat- 
tered character and valuable chiefly 
"for fuel. 
There is not sufficient In- 
formation 
upon which to base any 
sati.sfactory 
estirhate 
of 
the 
total 
stand of timbei: in Alaska. 
It 
has 
been estimated, for instance,, that the 
coast forests contain 75 billion feet ;of 
merchantable 
saw 
timber, 
but 
this 
Estimate might, we think, be much 
exceeded were both spruce and hem- 
lock 
closely utilized. 
Much 
of 
the 
black spruce is too small for commer- 
cial purposes, so that it is Impossible 
to give a satisfactory estimate of the 
total stand.

If the garden h'as been thoroughly 
cultivated early in. the season

It Is topped with timothy hay or 
has a stack cap of canvas put over it 
to protect it from the rain. 
When 
the hay settles it will be about three 
feet deep on each platform, leaving 
an air space above of a foot between 
the hay and the rails. 
It will cure 
out nicely and wHl hot lose añy of the 
leaves. 


If the posts are cut from the tim- 
ber It would be well to leave numer- 
ous little forks w^ere the branches 
are trimmed so that the rails or poles 
may be more easily fastened to them. 


In hauling out to feed it will be 
more convenient to take one tier at 
a time, throwing the cap over it until 
the next Is needed.—-H. Grensed. 


Cara of Farm Poultry 


During summer we should provide 
an abundance of pure water, grit an4 
charcoaJ for the farm 
flock. 
Keep 
the houses cool at night and 
well 
ventilated at all times when the fowl« 
are kept inside. 
Wheat, oats, and m 
mash feed once a day makes an ex- 
cellent supply of feed during the wan» 
weather. 


Feed no musty aiwi fermented feed. 
A sour mash Is highly injurious. Sour 
milk may be used to moisten the maalt 
but no more should be mixed at on« 
time than the fowls will clean up at 
one feeding. 


Allow no feeds to accumulate in th« 
feed troughs. 
Feather eating among 
hens is usually prevalent during «um- 
rner. 
In some cases the feathers ar* 
almost stripped from the neck of the 
birds and the flesh is lacerated with 
the beaks and burned by the sun. 


This habit la invariably caused by 
lack of proper substance In the feed. 
Prevention Is better than cure and 
perfect health and vitellty amon« the 
flock should do this. 


Old hens Intended for the market 
.^-hould 
always 
be 
sold 
early 
be- 
fore they begin to moult or else you 
be compelled to feed them three 
or four months before they have com- 
l/leted a new set of plumage and look 
fit to be sold as market poultry. 


I have found nothing better than 
to feed them sparingly with 
nitro- 
genous feeds until about the first week 
in September and follow this with an 
abundance of wholesome stimulating 
feeds 
to 
encourage 
the 
growth 
of 
plumage. 


A little flaxseed meal or linseed oil 
meal added to their feed helps the 
growth of feathers and gives bright, 
healthful 
and glossy appearance 
to 
their plumage. 
The care of the bird» 
during summer has a wonderful in- 
fluence upon the number of eggs tho 
older hens will lay during the winter.

Every law for the protection of game 
i-hould make It lavr-ful to keep In cap- 
tivity any bird for the purpose of rais- 
ing birds of that kind, and provide 
that any person who hatches birds tn 
captivity may sell, ship, or otherwis» 
dispose of them.

fell or under hedges where they crawled 
after being caught by « rifle bullet or 
piece of shell, or where they sought 
shelter from the mad rushes of the 
French lirenrg who have never lost their 
natural dexterity with the knife and 
who at close quarters frequently throw 
away their rifles and fight hand to havff. 


"The German prisoners are now beirt* 


used on the battlefield In searching for 
and burying their dead comrades. 
Over 


the greater part of the huge battlefield 
there has now been buried at least those 
who died in open trenches on the pla- 
teaus and on the high roads. The ex- 
tensive forest area, hpwevcr, has hardly 
been searched for bodies, although hun- 
dreds of both French and Germans must 
have sought refuge and died there. The 
difficulty of finding bodies is considera- 
ble on account of the undergrowth. 


"Long lines of newly broken brown 


earth mark the graves of the victims. 
Some of these burial trenches are 150 
yards long. The dead arc placed shoul- 
der to shoulder and often in layers. This 
gives some idea of the slaughter th* 
took place in this battle. 


"The peasants, who are rapidly com- 


ing back to the scene, are marking the 
grave trenches with crosses and plant- 
ing flowers above or placing on them 
simple bouquets of dahlias, sunflowers 
and roses."

Cheering news is now being carried in reports to the 


.treasury department which plainly show a brisk revival 
to commerce during the past week: In the blow dealt

Waterloo be placed his first line of in- 
fantry behind a ridge so that it might be 
invisible before the attack nnd during 
the attack itself. Not until the assailants 
had reached the very top-of the ridge, 
confused by the fire of skirmishers and' 
artillery, did the line of soldiers reveal 
itself, firing point blank nt short range 
and following up with n bayonet charge.

'ffliis great buttle that settled thc fate 


of Europe fairly bristles with instances 
of British valor. Horse and foot, they 
outfought the French nt 
cry .point of 


thc field. It has been said that they took 
less chances than the French and that 
their commander exposed them less. 
Well, veterans declare that it takes more 
real courage to remain calm under firo 
and not strike back until ordered tlmn 
it docs to career hurrahing forward i» a 
charge, huoyed up by excitement and pas- 
sion. 
Some of thc British squares were 


charged no less than thirteen times by 
Ney without being penetrated. Thc great 
French cavalryman, having three horses 
killed under him, was found by. nn nid 
standing in a bewildered fashion at the 
side of .n abandoned British ffun, strik- 
ing its mouth with the flat of his sword. 


In a general way it can liu said that all 


of the 
ictorics of Wellington over his 


French adversaries were due to a skilful 
UBC of thc two-deep line against thc mas- 
sive column which for many years was 
thc fighting formation of France.

The French Revolutionary

The British infantry at Waterloo used 


a nine pound flint lock musket, fitted 
with a pan, and not to be depended upon 
for accuracy for a range of more tta» 
250 feet. The general 'volley effect wa* 
what was expected. 
Each soldier car- 


ried sixly stout paper cartridges, about 
sixteen calibre nnd about twenty to * 
pound weight 
The cartridge had to be 


torn open by the teeth, a splash of pow- 
der^thrown into the pan to catch tlie 
igniting spark, and then driven down the , 
musket barrel with -an iron ramrod. 
To 


stand and reload in thc face of fire re- 
quired ,the steadiness that became part 
of the English soldier, most prominently.

"The Scmiramis of the Korth'' the

«n*rter." 


It was this universal admiration which 


nhc WOK able to iaspire ihat waa largely 
ruspooniblo for placing her upon ihc 
throno to whicli ahc had no lejnl claim, 
»nd even more responsible for keeping 
ber there in spite of ouoccasive efforts to 
replace her -which continued to crop out 
through all the early ;iurt of her ruisii. 


One of tho inout maguiftccnt scnicc.i 


which u sovereign could render to his 
people, according to the belief of that 
time, was the acquirement o£ territory. 
iDLhie« had not at that period developed 
U> the point where exploited country was 
considered aa very important, nnd the. 
monarch who could partition another 
country to tho advantage of his own 
domains was regarded with the highest 
favor by almost all classes of his tuh- 
jects except perhaps a handful of ad- 
vanced thinkers. 


Catherine, according to this standard, 


was one of the most successful monarchs 
of aJl time, for she won great stretches of 
territory for the Russian Empire by her 
»«rs with Turkey and Poland, by enter- 
tag into schemes for the parti Uou ol 
Poland with Prussia and Austria, and 
by annexing varies smaller countries on 
her borders.

established a pharmaceutical 'hcadnuar- 
ters at -Moscow nud subsidized business 
enterprises for the manufacture of chirur- 
jieal instruments, which were much need- 
ed in Russia. She n!sr, advised the young 
men of IJusKia to study medicine. Aa 
smallpox flourished at the time and she 
saw that ils ravages were so extensive 
as to affect the population, she. intro- 
duced inoculation into Moscow. 
. Iu our day this seems lm unimportant 
thing for a sovereign to do, but at that 
time it was a momentous step for ajiy 
ruler to take, for it was not only feared 
but objected to by many persons on super- 
stitious grounds. 


Catherine, however, always fearless 


and delighting to take the initiative, of- 
fered herself as the first subject to 'lake 
the treatment at Moscow, thus quelling 
the fears mid distrust of the people.

No innttcr how ^reat the initial or 


average velocity of a bullet, it travels 
not in a. straight Hue, but. along a tra- 
jectory.

Promoted education 


Catherine was H patrou of education, 


which she sought to promote throngbont 
her realm, especially Uic education of 
women. 
S^lie. was interested also in ac- 


quiring libraries and works of art for 
Kussia. 
She bought: the library of 


IJiidcrOt and of Voltaire and imported 
many masterpieces of painting into Rus- 
sia. Sho -wrote great numbers of pam 
phlets, plays, &c. herself, Trhich, though 
not o£ the first order, were qnito re- 
markable considering the small amount 
of time she was able to devote to 
literary work. 


Although. Catherine was not really 


informed in military matters, tho Rus- 
sian army and fleet had remarkable 
success during her reign. She was too 
wise to engage with any of the Western 
Powers, but in' the first and second war 
with Turkey ami the Polish wnrs her 
triumphs were astonishing. In the war 
with. Turkey her troops won ono battle 
after another against heavy odds, and 
jet she did not care to choose hcr^com- 
mandcrs becnn.se of their ability, but 
insisted on selecting them from among 
her own friends. 


Since this method of appointing men to 


power proved so successful, Catherine 
became more nnd more addicted to it. 
She attributed many of her successes to 
luck. But there was another very pro- 
nounced clement in her power to compel 
events. She was an optimist and be- 
lieved that what she wanted to pass 
would come to pass. She possessed that 
driving energy which energizes others 
and carries them ou to obtain what is de- 
manded. She knew how to manage men, 
if she did not know how to choose them. 
She secniod to move upon the theory 
that any man woald do for a post so long 
us she was back of him. Much that hap- 
pened in her reign might have been taken 
as substantiating this assumption. 


Shu could wheedle as well as drive, 


«he was tact itscjf, she -was fascinating 
and lovable, and when she could not make 
men So what she wanted because of her 
position she made them do it because 
they liked her. She expected great things 
o£ the Euseian people, and somehow she 
very often got them. An example o£ her 
ability to urge on her representatives to 
carry out her will is shown in a message 
which she Bent to her generals in com- 
mand of the liussian forces in the first 
war with Turkey. Owing to her Polish 
wars Catherine had been able to send 
only a weakened force to cope with 
Turkey. 


Curt word of encouragement 


To her generals sue sent Uie HiKmJUauit 


message:— 


"The Kornans did not concern them- 


selves with the number of their enemies 
They only asked, 'Where are they?' "

the hopes of even the most sanguine, 


Catherine was the daughter of a 


Prince of Anhalt-Zerbst and the Princess 
Sophia Augusta Xcrcdcrica. 
Sho was 


boru May 2, 1729, at Stettin, Prussia 
When sho was fourteen st>c Tvas taken 
to Itnssia to be affianced to the Arch- 
duke Peter, the heir of the Empress 
Elizabeth of linssia. Even at this early 
age Catherine, showed such tact and 
diplomacy that she speedily WOn the 
icarts of the Russian people, 


Sho saw at once that her way to pOp- 
larity lay in becoming thoroughly Rus- 
ian, and she made an extremely effective 
wginning by her faithful study of the 
lusslan laugaajj* and her eager adop- 
tion o£ the Russian religion. 


She was married to Archduke Peter 
,u«ust 21, 1745. ^Th 


and wife were never congenial. 
TJi? 


astuteness of Catherine is to be seen in 
the continued fight for popularity, whicli 
she waged so successfully that, aJthoagh 
Peter was a grandson of Peter tic Great 
and his wife was a Prussian, she was 
soon universally beloved, while her hna- 
band was as universally detested. 


, The Kmpress .Elizabeth, died in Jan- 
nary, a~62, and Peter immediately roc- 
ceedcd to the throne. As hc had threat- 
ened to confine Catherine fn a convent 
and as bis intentions of gcttin? her out 
of the way in some fashion were evident, 
a revolt was at once organized which 
had for its object the dnwsition of Pet«r 
and the raising of Catherine to th« 
throne, cither as a monarch in her o»» 
right or as regent for her son PaoJ. 
Pronounced Empress 


Tha history of this revolt is uSll efc. 


ecnrc, but as a result of its snccewfnl 
culmination Catherine was pronounced 
Empress and Peter was imprisoned in * 
house near Ropcba, where he died uoa 
affcr, it was said, of apoplexy. 


There is little doubt that hc was mur- 


dered, and by friends and supporters of 
Catherine, but history ba« acquitted her 
of a snore in the murtler or even a. fore- 
knowledge of it. 
Sho profited by it, 


however, and it made her *ett npon th» 
throne of Eusgia as secure ac was pos- 
sible in that age of scethint- unrest and 
limitless intrigue. 


To the modern woraan,the private life 


of Catherine affords anything but » 
Pleasant Fpectaclc. 
JUer lovers followed 


each other in quick succession, and when 
a» aa older woman etc continued to select 
her masculine companions without rc- 
wrd to their worth or ahility and solely 
lor tlK-ir.vonth and beauty the la«t touch 
seems to have been added to the degrad- 
ing picture. But Catherine cmnnot be con- 
sidered apart from her setting, «Jri AC- 
ording to her upbrin£in£ aad the condi- 
Jons oi her court and society jeieraily 
her conduct was not particularly rcprt- 
l«cn«iblc. In that time in Russia women 
were not regarded rs superior to men in 
tbar attitude toward the moral code and 
no more was expected from Catherine 
by her contemporaries than would h»ve 
been expected from a masculine ruler in 
a like position. 


Catherine seemed to be devoid of tie 


maternal -instinct, at least in relation 
to her own children. She distrusted her

Eggs are hatched and raised by 
chickens, and the birds mature In 
six months. They weigh about three 
pound* at maturity, are free from 
most diseases, and lire on one-thenth 
of the_ amount required by chicken*. 


Pheasants are 
farmers' 
friends; 


they live on Insects and weed seeds. 
PTiensant eggs hatch In about twenty- 
three days, and the birds sell at a 
dollar a pound In market. They are 
much easier to raise than chlckena. 
Every law for the protection ot gam* 
should make It lawful to keep In cap- 
tivity any bird for the purpose of rais- 
ing birds of that kind, and provide 
that any person who hatches birds In 
captivity may sell. ship, or otherwle* 
dispose, of them.
